Feet,  and  placed  in  Tome  large  Cavern,  or  ad¬ 
joining  to  craggy  impending  Rocks ;  it  muft 
not  be  deftitute  of  fweet  Water — and  if  near  a 
Stream,  Reeds  and  Rulbes  are  the  fitted  Cover¬ 
ing.  Regard  lliould  be  had  to  Propriety  that 
the  Stru6ture  and  Labour  in  Building  may  feem 
the  probable  Work  of  its  Inhabitant,  and  that 
the  Materials  are  not  exotic.

Are  the  Geometrical  Stairs  in  Plate  39.  Thefe  un¬ 
common  Stairs,  tho*  of  a  furprifing  Appear¬ 
ance,  are  in  the  Conftruftion  fimple,  and  in 
their  Nature  ftrong;  may  be  made  of  Wood  or 
Stone,  and  give  convenient  Paflage  to  two  Per- 
fons  at  once  ;  and  make  the  moft  romantic  Show’ 
without  Hand-rails ;  their  Strength  confifts  in 
being  laid  round,  over-hanging  each  other  until 
a  Newil  or  Column  is  formed,  as  at  A,  after 
which  each  Round  becomes  its  own  fufficient 
Bafis. 

Plate  XLII. 

The  Plan  of  a  Houfe  to  keep  Ice  in  the  Year  round, 
and  is  built  in  the  following  manner — The  En¬ 
trance  at  A  may  ferve  well  for  a  Grotto, 

B  B  two  Doors  made  clofe  to  exclude  air  as  much 
aspoffible;  C  the  Bottom  on  which  the  Ice  is 
laid,  which  has  fmall  Holes  to  permit  the  melt¬ 
ed.  Ice  to  drain  off,  which  mull  pafs  by  a  Well, 
Level,  Cfr.  and  D  is  the  Fruftrum  of  a  Cone, 
See  Section  Plate  43,  E  is  a  Cavity  between  the 
Walls,  which  are  always  built  double  thus,  that 
the  Damps  or  Sweating  of  the  Earth  and  Lime 
Cfr,  mav  not  affect  the  Matter  within.

refer’d  to ;  EE  is  athicknefs  of  Clay  well  ramm’d 
to  the  Walls,  the  better  to  prevent  the  admiffion 
of  air  or  damps.  Their  Situation  fhould  be  for 
the  Door  to  front  the  North,  and  amidft  a  Cop¬ 
pice  or  Thicket  of  Trees.
